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Anger as new survey reveals one third of 
peop le feel ‘rip p ed off’ by Southeastern 


RAIL company Southeastern has 
been accused of an “abuse of dom¬ 
inance” after a survey revealed 
more than a third of rail passen¬ 
gers believe they are not getting 
value for money 

The survey was carried out late last year - 
before above-inflation fare hikes saw some 
ticket prices rise by more than 10 per cent. 

It exposed Southeastern as one of the 
worst rail companies in the UK for customer 
satisfaction. 

In another blow for commuters, it was 
revealed this week that British passengers 
are paying more per mile than any others in 
Europe. 

Under-fire Southeastern, whose parent 
company Govia made £66 million profit last 
year, is still refusing to reveal how much 
money it is making out of Kent passengers. 

The company receives massive subsidies 
from the Government but has repeatedly

refused to reveal its profits. 

Viv Hudson, from Kent-based passenger 
group CommutersCount2, said passengers 
were “getting ripped off’. 

She said: “It is an abuse of dominance 
because there is no other rail company we 
can travel on. There is no free market. 

“It can only get worse unless the railways 
are nationalised, but that is not going to 
happen.” 

The survey, carried out by consumer group 
Passenger Focus between September and 
December, ranked Southeastern 17th out of 
the UK’s 21 rail companies for customer sat¬ 
isfaction. 

Tunde Olatunji, Passenger Focus’ 
Southeastern spokesman, said he was con¬ 
cerned the operator ranked lower than neigh¬ 
bours Southern and South West Trains. 


He said: “South West is 10th and Southern 
is 13th in overall satisfaction. Why are we 
10,15,20 per cent behind some of the scores 
South Western has? These are similar sized 
companies. 

“Passengers want as much of the addition¬ 
al money they are spending to be spent on 
improvements as possible. 

“If people aren’t getting value for money 
and then fare rises have gone up significant¬ 
ly - it has been the biggest increase 
Southeastern passengers have ever experi¬ 
enced - it is obvious people will feel they’re 
getting even less value for money.” 

The survey found that just over 75 per 
cent of passengers were satisfied or very sat¬ 
isfied with Southeastern’s service and 80 
per cent said they were happy with its punc¬ 
tuality and reliability. 

A further 68 per cent said they were 
happy with the upkeep and repair of the 
trains, although half were unhappy with the

ARMED officers in Kent will carry 
on using live bullets - despite 
three people being shot dead by 
police in the county in the last 14 
months. 

Ann Barnes, chairman of Kent Police 
Authority (KPA), which oversees the force’s 
work, defended the use of live rounds. 

And she insisted that the authority was 
doing its job and holding Kent Police to 
account after shootings took place. 

Earlier this month, national pressure group 
Inquest voiced its concern over the number of 
people gunned down in Kent by police. 

Helen Shaw, co-director of Inquest said that 
police too often resorted to shooting to kill, 
rather than non-lethal options. 

The police authority told this newspaper 
that police in Kent already use alternatives 
such as rubber bullets, Taser stun guns, 
batons - ‘bean bag 5 rounds - and dogs like 
Belgium Malinois. 

But a KPA spokeswoman said there were 
no plans to phase out live bullets altogether. 

“The authority fully supports Kent Police in 
their need to protect the public. We recognise 
and accept that in some very rare circum¬ 
stances that there may be a lethal response to 
an incident. 

“However, as an authority we make avail¬ 
able a wide range of less-lethal options.”

Mrs Barnes defended armed officers’ use of 
live rounds. 

“I have every confidence in our firearms 
department,” she said. 

“We have to remember they have a 
demanding role in protecting the public and 
have to make a decision in a split second.” 

She said the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission is told straight away 
if there is a fatal shooting. KPA then ensures 
lessons are learnt, said Mrs Barnes. 

“One of our key roles is to hold Kent Police 
to account so we undertake a detailed and 
often challenging examination of these events. 


‘We have regular operational updates from 
the Chief Constable where our members can 
challenge and ask questions. 

“After any IPCC investigation the authority 
always looks at the lessons learnt and what 
actions, if any, need to be put in place and we 
make sure they are.” 

Of the three shootings in Kent in the last 14 
months, two involved officers from Kent Police. 

Dayniel Tucker, 39, was shot dead by police 
marksmen in Stansted, near Sevenoaks, on 
December 29. 

Punctuality 

In June 2007, police gunned down a woman 
in the centre of Sevenoaks. Stores manager 
Ann Sanderson, 37, was shot once while car¬ 
rying a ball-bearing gun. 

And armed robber Robert Haines, 41, died 
after being shot by officers from the 
Metropolitan Police outside the Nationwide 
in New Romney in October 2006. 

Before that, there have been no fatal shoot¬ 
ings in the county for 10 years, said KPA. 

Earlier this month, Sir Simon Milton, chair¬ 
man of the Local Government Association, 
called for police authorities to be scrapped. 
Under his proposals, town halls would hold 
police forces to account instead. 

KPA, which has 17 councillor, magistrate 
and independent members, has an annual 
budget of £1.056 million. 

A review by Sir Ronnie Flanagan, Chief 
Inspector of Constabulary, looking at how 
police resources are managed, accountability, 
neighbourhood policing and bureacracy, is to be 
published by the Home Office on February 4.

availability of staff and the state of the toilets. 
A quarter also felt there was insufficient 
room to stand or sit. 

A Kent on Sunday investigation this month 
revealed hundreds of millions of pounds of 
taxpayers’ money were being handed to 
Southeastern, a private company 

Roger Gale, the Conservative MP for North 
Thanet, has called for greater transparency 
from the company and last week asked the 
Government to reveal how much of the its 
revenue came from subsidies. 

The Department for Transport refused to 
give the figure and claimed “franchise income 
is commercially sensitive information”. 

Mr Gale told Kent on Sunday the response 
was “not good enough”. 

He said: “This is taxpayer money, it is your 
money and it is my money and we should 
remember that. 


“It doesn’t belong to the Government and 
they are spending it on our behalf. 

“We have a right to know where it’s going.” 

The company took over the running of serv¬ 
ices in Kent in April 2006 and in its first year 
received £135 million subsidy from the 
Government. 

In 2007-08 it received £106. lm, and is due 
to get a further £89.7m in 2008-09. 

Punctuality 

Southeastern generated a revenue of 
£552.7m in its first year but refused to reveal 
its profits. 

However, profit figures for its parent com¬ 
pany Govia show it made more than £66m 
in 2006-07, up from £42.5m the previous 
year. 

A Southeastern spokesman said it was 
encouraged by the survey results and that 
they would be taken account in future deci¬ 
sion-making. 


He said: “Many trends are moving in the 
right direction, with passengers saying 
they’ve noticed improvements in ticket-buy¬ 
ing facilities, overall station environments 
including cleanliness, upkeep and security, 
greater availability of staff, better travel 
information on trains and the way in which 
delays are handled. 

“We know there’s still much that can be 
done to offer an even better service, and we 
are hopeful that investment in staff training 
- £10 million is being spent on this alone; fur¬ 
ther improvements at stations - all 180 are 
being repainted and given new signage; and 
better punctuality - the aim is to have at 
least 93 per cent of trains running on time by 
the end of the franchise in 2014, will all help 
towards this end.”

Nothing average 
about this pub 
rocker’s boozer

PLAYING to 30 people in a 
pub might be a long way from 
crowds of 250,000 at the 
Maracana stadium in Brazil, 
but Hamish Stuart wouldn’t 
have it any other way. 

The veteran guitarist and singer 
found fame in the Average White Band 
and went on to tour some of the world’s 
most impressive venues as part of Paul 
McCartney’s band in the 1980s, but the 
rocker is now enjoying life as landlord of 
The Three Mariners pub in the village 
of Oare, near Faversham. 

The man who penned classics such as 
Pick Up the Pieces and Let’s Go Round 
Again took over the pub in November 
with his partner Claire Houlihan. 

Mr Stuart is celebrating his new ven¬ 
ture by reuniting with some old friends 
for a special gig this afternoon. 

His band Jimjam, comprising gui¬ 
tarist Jim Mullen, drummer Ian 
Thomas, bass player Pino Palladino 
and keyboardist Graham Harvey, will 
be taking to the stage after lunch serv¬ 
ice has finished at 4pm to jam through 
the evening. 

Between them they have worked 
with some of the top names in music. 

As well as Paul McCartney, Mr

Stuart has worked with Aretha 
Franklin, Chaka Khan and David 
Gilmour of Pink Floyd, whereas Mr 
Palladino has performed with the likes 
of Gary Numan, The Who and Genesis. 
Mr Thomas recently played with Eric 
Clapton. 

Mr Stuart, 58, said he fell in love 
with Kent after moving to Faversham 
from London five years ago. 

He said: “Running a pub here was 
something Claire and I had been want¬ 
ing to do for some time. 

“I love everything about the area, the 
experience of it, and it is great be near to 
the sea. We arrived in Faversham and 
took to it immediately. I liked the look of 


the place and the people.” 

Playing with Paul McCartney, and 
later touring America with Ringo 
Starr, was a big thrill for the boyhood 
Beatles fan. 

“I learnt to play guitar by playing 
along with songs like Hard Day’s 
Night, so it was great to be able to play 
them with Paul,” he said. 

“It came at the time when Paul real¬ 
ly wanted to play old Beatles songs 
again, so I would find myself on stage 
in front of hundreds of thousands of 
people playing Beatles songs. 

“It was crazy, but it was really good 
fun. He’s a perfectionist but he just 
loves to play. The soundchecks used to 
go on nearly as long as the shows, and 
the shows were over two hours. 

“It had a shelf life though, I’m a song¬ 
writer and I had to move on.” 

Mr Stuart is still very much involved 
in music, playing not only with Jimjam 
but also his own Hamish Stuart Band. 

It is not all about the music though, 
as Mr Stuart is quick to point out. He 
is proud of the food served at the pub. 

He and Claire recruited a talented 
London chef and set about making 
their pub grub a cut above the rest, and 
source just about everything from local 
farms and fishermen.

Pupils set to 
sit 11-plus test 
in September 

PRIMARY school pupils could be sitting 
their 11 plus exam at the beginning of the 
next school year. 

Currently 10 and 11 year olds sit the 
Kent Test in January and must apply for 
secondary schools places before they receive 
their results. 

A consultation by Kent County Council 
has revealed 60 per cent of parents want to 
see the grammar school entry exams moved 
three months earlier to the third week of 
September. 

This would allow them to know their 
child’s results before they choose which 
schools to apply to. 

KCC is now considering moving the date 
and will set out its plans next month. 

Mark Dance, KCC cabinet member for 
schools, said the move was about giving 
parents choice. 

He said: “This is what parents want. 
What happens at the moment is that they 
take the test in January and have to choose 
their schools before they get their results. 

“By moving it forward we would be allow¬ 
ing parents to choose based on ability.” 

The test measures pupils in three areas: 
verbal communication, non-verbal commu¬ 
nication and mathematics. 

Cllr Dance insisted moving the exams to 
an earlier date would not make it harder for 
pupils to prepare. 

Kent County Council currently has 33 
grammar schools, more than any other 
authority in the UK. 


French ban 
border guards 
using X-rays 


AUTHORITIES in Calais have banned 
British border guards from using X-rays to 
scan for illegal immigrants in lorries. 

UK immigration officials must ask for the 
written permission of stowaways first, 
according to reports. 

The French claim use of the scanners 
without permission would breach 
European health and safety laws. 

It is said that the scanners have helped 
cut the number of immigrants arriving at 
Dover by 88 per cent. 

Adam Holloway, the Tory MP for 
Gravesham, slammed the move. 

He said: “This appears extremely conven¬ 
ient for the French authorities who, once 
again, have come up with an excuse to move 
the problem of immigration to British soil. 

“It is also yet another example of 
European Union over-regulation.” 

The British Government says the health 
risks from the scanners, which use gamma 
rays, are virtually non-existent. 

The French authorities have apparently 
based their decision on European regula¬ 
tions designed to protect the public from 
radiation. 

A British Government source was quoted 
as saying: “The French have interpreted the 
regulations to say that written permission 
is needed from an individual before they 
scanned.” 

Given that most stowaways do not want 
to be found, the possibility of their giving 
such permission is unlikely.

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Freight depot 
plans delayed 

THE decision to build a controversial 
freight depot in a Kent village has been 
delayed by the Highways Agency 

The 270-acre Kent International 
Gateway is proposed for a site at Bearsted 
near Maidstone. 

The road-to-rail depot, which it is claimed 
will create 3,500 jobs and provide room for 
2,000 lorries, is planned for countryside 
near junction eight of the M20. 

More than 3,500 people submitted com¬ 
ments to Maidstone Borough Council and 
the Highways Agency has now asked for 
more information before making its recom¬ 
mendation. 

Developers have been asked to provide 
more detailed information about the site’s 
potential impact on traffic and roads. 

The delay means the proposal will no 
longer reach the council’s planning commit¬ 
tee by the original deadline of February 13.

Roll the cameras

KENT County Council is prepar¬ 
ing to unveil ambitious propos¬ 
als to attract film-makers and 
television production companies 
to the county. 

The authority wants to set up a develop¬ 
ment fund to plug money into helping inde¬ 
pendent film-makers and support main¬ 
stream production companies. 

It believes that through investment and 
encouraging film and television industries 
to locate in Kent the economic benefits will 
run into millions of pounds. 

Tanya Oliver, KCC’s head of strategic 
development, is heading up the Kent Film 
and Television Strategy 2008-2012 project. 

She said public money will be invested in 
the development fund. ‘We have not com¬ 
mitted any money yet, we are committed to 
the principle but have not decided how 
much.” 

Benefits 

‘We are in talks with the South East 
England Development Agency, Screen 
South and Maidstone Studios, to see what 
we can get from a range of partners.” 

A similar development fund in Wales is 
worth £7million and in Yorkshire £1.2mil- 
lion is spent annually. 

Mrs Oliver said it was unlikely that the 
Kent fund would be as high. She said the 
authority hopes to secure around £500,000 
to £lmillion to invest in the first year. 

She said the regional development agen¬ 
cies covering Wales and Yorkshire had seen 
the benefits of the film industry to the local 
economy. 

“It is the second fastest growth industry 
after the financial sector, which is strong 
evidence,” added Mrs Oliver. “In the south 
they have not quite grasped that yet” 

“Seeda has other priorities but it is happy 
to talk to us now so we have turned a cor¬ 
ner and are able to demonstrate the direct 
benefits.” 

The Kent Film Office was set up in 2006 
to promote Kent as a prime filming location. 
It receives £60,000 annually from KCC. 

If the strategy is adopted, the office will 
work on 12 key priorities until 2012 includ¬ 
ing seeking to engage local communities in 
the film-making process and developing 
opportunities for young people in the indus¬ 
tries. 

Answering concerns that public money 
would be diverted away from other services 
such as social care and transport, she said:

“It would not be a case of money being lost 
from other services - the contribution 
would be quite small. The Kent Film Office 
is given such a tiny investment.” 

She said the recent Channel 4 production 
of Cape Wrath returned £2.5m to the local 
economy and employed 36 people. 

Other recent films made in Kent include 
The Calling, The Other Boleyn Girl and 
Ruby Blue. 

Mrs Oliver said: “There is really strong 
evidence that it stimulates the economy 
which is why we are doing it - there is no 
other reason.” 

She said there was great potential for 
growth at Maidstone Studios, pointing out 
that it hosted the UK shortlist for picking 
the Eurovision Song Contest entry and the 
Trisha show is filmed there. 

KCC will show the strategy document to 
other organisations including Kent Police 
and district councils before it is passed to 
the authority’s cabinet for a final decision. 

Oscar-nominated actress Brenda 
Blethyn, who is chair of the Kent Film and 
Television Board, wrote the foreword to the 
strategy document. 

She wrote: “Adopting the strategy will 
bring measurable benefits to the county: a 
positive national and international profile, 
inward investment, jobs, new businesses, 
additional tourists and training opportuni¬ 
ties for graduates and school leavers. What 
could be more worthwhile?” 

The board was formed to support and 
advise the Kent Film Office and other 
members include TV historian Dr David 
Starkey and Last of the Summer Wine 
actress Juliette Kaplan. 

Mrs Oliver, who is acting head of commu¬ 
nications at the county council, was the 
architect of Kent TV, the taxpayer-funded 
broadband TV service set up by KCC.

Superbug chief 
gets her pay-off 

THE SHAMED chief executive of the NHS 
trust at the centre of a fatal superbug scan¬ 
dal is getting a £75,000 pay-off. 

Rose Gibb resigned ahead of a damning 
Healthcare Commission report into two 
outbreaks of Clostridium difficile, which led 
to the deaths of at least 90 patients, at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
hospitals. 

A trust spokesman said Miss Gibb had 
received severance pay despite the Health 
Secretary Alan Johnson’s pledge that it 
would be withheld. 

He said: “The trust has taken legal advice 
on the matter and following that advice she 
will be paid only her legal entitlement of six 
months salary.”

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Bond fans find 
solace in title of 
new 007 movie 

THE eagerly anticipated title to the next 
James Bond film has been revealed - 
Quantum of Solace.

Police march on 
the Home Office 

AN ESTIMATED 18,500 police officers have 
attended a march and rally in central London 
to protest about pay. 

Officers are furious with the Home Secretary 
for refusing to backdate an independently 
agreed pay deal to September, effectively 
reducing the 2.5 per cent pay rise to just 1.9 
per cent. 

Also this week, Kent Police Chief Inspector 
Jan Berry, chairman of the Police Federation, 
handed in a petition to 10 Downing Street and 
was due to meet with Home Secretary Jacqui 
Smith. 

Ch Insp Berry has previously called for the 
Home Secretary to resign over the row, saying 
officers did not have any “trust or faith in her 
abilities”. 

A small number of uniformed police officers 
were deployed to the march to the Home 
Office, which has been entirely peaceful. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday in December, 
Kent Police Chief Constable Michael Fuller 
said the Home Secretary had “taken advan¬ 
tage” of his officers and left them feeling 
“demoralised and de-motivated”.

Breaking new 

Raised on a council estate, the 

woman who could become the 

UK’s first black female Tory MP

A FAMILY lawyer stands to 
make history as Kent’s - and the 
Conservative’s - first black 
female MP. 

Helen Grant, who was brought up by a sin¬ 
gle mother on a council estate in Carlisle, 
has been selected as Ann Widdecombe’s suc¬ 
cessor to fight for the Maidstone and Weald 
seat at the next general election. 

The former judo champion spoke to Kent 
on Sunday about race and gender in politics 
and her hopes and aspirations as a prospec¬ 
tive parliamentary candidate. 

Asked about her feelings on the prospect of 
becoming the county’s first black MP, she 
said: “I’m just Helen. I see myself as Helen - 
not as black, green, blue or pink. I’m me and 
I’m a woman with very strong beliefs, which 
have carried me through life. 

Appeal 

“I believe I have pretty strong 
Conservative values of individualism, 
choice, freedom and free enterprise, which 
have driven me.” 

The Conservative Party has historically 
failed to put forward candidates from ethnic 
minority backgrounds but as Barack Obama 
takes the presidential primaries by storm the 
tide appears to be turning for the Tories too. 

Mrs Grant, 43, credits David Cameron 
with changing the traditionally white male 
face of the party with his A-list to fast-track 
more women from ethnic minorities into 
winnable seats. 

“This is one of the special aspects. Mr 
Cameron has really broadened our appeal 
and changed the Party in many ways and re¬ 
branded us. 

“There are further challenges in the future 
but the fact I am from a diverse background 
will send a message about what we are 
about and I hope it serves as a good starting 
point,” the mother of two teenagers said. 

Asked whether she hopes her selection 
will open the doors and encourage more 
women from ethnic minorities to stand, she 
said: “It’s happening - I think David 
Cameron spoke about his intentions and 
aspirations in this area from the start. 



“I totally believe in opportunity and aspi¬ 
ration. It is what makes me tick. I’ve pro¬ 
gressed from a humble start and I have a 
true belief that an individual should have 
the opportunity to achieve and progress 
wherever they are from and whatever they 
look like - that’s what drives me.” 

Mrs Grant, whose father is Nigerian, said 
that it was Mr Cameron who inspired her to 
join the party. 

“I had a later political awakening but I’ve 
been embraced, encouraged and mentored 
by a wonderful Tory party,” she said. 

Mrs Grant, who runs her own law firm 
specialising in family breakdown and com¬ 
munity law, will be defending a 15,000 
majority in the party’s 10th safest seat. 

She said: “I’m not a complacent person and 
in my mind I feel there’s no such thing as a 
safe seat. I will be working extremely hard 
and leaving no stone unturned.” 

Mrs Grant said protecting Kent’s country¬ 
side from “predatory developers” and help¬ 
ing the rural economy through supporting 
local suppliers and producers were among 
her key campaigning issues. 

She said: “I would like to see Maidstone hos¬ 
pital putting its troubles behind it and becom¬ 
ing a fully functioning district general hospi¬ 
tal at the centre of the community again.” 

In answer to claims that the Conservative 
Central Office had interfered in the candi¬ 
date selection process to ensure there were

two women in the final four, she said: “I don’t 
make the rules but what I can say is that I 
stood in that election in my own name and 
reputation and I was happy to let others 
judge my worthiness. 

“In my opinion the whole election was 
done on merit.” 

Mrs Grant said her childhood experiences 
with racist taunting had gone on to shape 
her beliefs today. 

As the only person with dark skin growing 
up in a border city in the 60s and 70s, she 
faced bullying at school. 

“The turning point came when I became a 
key member of many of the sporting teams 
at school. Although some of my playground 
enemies were in the teams when we were 
playing we had a common goal. 

“I think it is very important that people 
integrate, it is important to focus on togeth¬ 
erness and community rather than trying so 
hard to provide for difference. 

“Some of the people [at school] were not 
being nice but I was one of the stars and I 
found my way through by finding common 
ground,” she said. 

Asked whether she would like to see more 
black female MPs, she quipped: “I’d just like 
to see more Conservative MPs.”

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Tory backing for 
the middle class 
school ‘flankers’

THE county council’s education 
chief said he “broadly agrees” with 
David Cameron’s defence of par¬ 
ents who fake religious conviction 
to get their children into faith 
schools. 

The Conservative leader this week backed 
“middle-class parents with sharp elbows” who 
played the system, arguing that they had the 
best interests of their children at heart. 

He described the parents as “active citizens” 
and claimed “most people are doing it because 
[the school] has an ethos and a culture”. 

Chris Wells, KCC’s cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren, families and educational achievement, 
said he broadly agreed with Mr Cameron and 
said the practice was “happening in every 
faith school in the country’. 

He said: “I’m sure there are many parents 
who are prepared to work a bit of a flanker to 
get their children into a ‘good school’.” 

Cllr Wells, who described himself as 
Christian but not of a particular denomina¬ 
tion, said parents were prepared to “jump 
through hoops” to get their children into a 
good school. 


He added: “Where you have a faith school 
you have a school that is dedicated to keeping 
marriages together and instilling self-disci¬ 
pline in pupils and defending family life, 
these are things that appeal to parents. 

“A lot of faith schools are a bit of a mish¬ 
mash when you get close to them. There is an 
Anglican school in east Kent for example that 
accepts Baptist children because it is the 
nearest faith school.” 

Father Jeff Cridland, a Catholic priest and 
chairman of governors at St Joseph’s Roman 
Catholic Primary School in Aylesham, said 
the onus was usually on priests to write ref¬ 
erences for children to faith schools. 

Socialist 

He said: “I think good schools usually have 
good screening processes. It is up to the 
priests who write the references, but also the 
schools to read them properly.” 

Father Cridland said he never says any¬ 
thing negative about prospective students, 
but picks his words carefully when describing 
children whose parents are not devout. 

He said: “If the parents go to church I might 
put on the form something like, ‘Grace’s 
mother always mentions it to me when I do a 
socialist sermon’ or something like that. 

“If they don’t go to church regularly I might 
write, ‘Billy is a lovely boy, I hope you have 
room for him’. 

“It is not something that is an issue at St

Joseph’s because there are plenty of places, 
but certainly it was a factor when I was chair¬ 
man of governors at a school in London.”

THE leader of Kent’s Liberal 
Democrats has slammed the coun¬ 
cil tax rise, claiming millions of 
pounds of “wasted money” could be 
trimmed from the budget.

sorts of things it is spending money 
on that it doesn’t need. 

“Kent TV is a good example. It is 
only available to those who have a 
broadband service, which again 
means those on the lowest incomes 
are unable to access it. 

“If you are producing material to 
tell taxpayers what services they 
are getting, it has to be available to 
all taxpayers, it can’t be confined to 
Kent TV.” 

She said the council tax increase 
would hit vulnerable people and 
those on fixed and low incomes the 
hardest. 

Cllr Dean pointed to a rise in 
domiciliary care charges last year as 
evidence that some of Kent’s most 
vulnerable people were being neglect¬ 
ed by the council. 

The charges, which apply to dis¬ 
abled and elderly people who receive 
care at home, rose by up to £15 a week 
last year, meaning many are paying 
85 per cent of their disposable income 
on care. 

She said: “The council could have 
done more with this budget. It has 
risen in line with the state pension, 
but doesn’t take into account other 
pressures on people, such as rising 
fuel and electricity prices.” 

The Liberal Democrats have also

highlighted other ways it claims KCC 
has wasted money, including promot¬ 
ing flights to Virginia in America and 


paying the chief executive nearly 
£230,000. 

Cllr Dean said that under the 
Liberal Democrats council tax would 
be scrapped entirely and replaced by 
a tax based on the ability to pay. 

She added: “Council tax is based on the 
principle that people at the lower end 
pay one ninth of those at the top end. 

“The disparity between David 
Beckham and someone who sweeps the 
road is much larger than one to nine. It 
is an unfair tax in the first place.” 

Keith Ferrin, KCC’s cabinet member 
for environment, highways and waste, 
defended the council’s spending. 

He argued that the Turner 
Contemporary was “not frivolous” and 
was aimed at regenerating Margate. 

He added: “I agree it doesn’t sound 
like the most obvious way of doing it, 
but it has worked elsewhere.

THE Kent Labour group wants to 
claim the credit for the reduced 
increase in council tax. 

Opposition councillors claim that 
by reducing the council tax increase 
from 4.95 per cent last year to 3.9 
per cent this year, so that it is in line 
with increases in pensions and ben¬ 
efits, the council is acting on Labour 
proposals from last year. 

Derek Smyth, the shadow cabinet 
member for finance, said he was 
pleased the Tories had “finally recog¬ 
nised the force of our arguments”. 

He said: “KCC has been generous¬ 
ly funded since Labour came to 


power, with above consumer price 
inflation increases year after year. 

“As a consequence, the financial 
position of KCC has become more 
secure and not even the Tories can 
avoid a council tax increase in line 
with state pensions and benefits. It 
was possible last year.”

However, Labour leader Mike

whatever political complexion can 
hand out taxpayers’ money willy- 
nilly.

“Issuing implied threats that

COUNCIL tax is set to increase by 
nearly four per cent as council staff 
are given a pay rise worth a total of 
£9million, writes Phil Reilly. 

Announcing the budget on Monday, Kent 
County Council leader Paul Carter said the 
authority has had to put up the tax in order to 
avoid cutting vital services to children, vulner¬ 
able people and the elderly 

It includes a 2.5 per cent pay increase for the 
council’s 35,000 full-time employees, which 
amounts to an extra £9.1 million. 

This goes against Government advice, with 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown repeatedly 
insisting pay for public sector workers should 
not increase by more than two per cent. 

Controversial 

The policy has already proved controversial, 
with Home Secretary Jacqui Smith feeling the 
wrath of the Police Federation and several 
chief constables after refusing to backdate a 
pay rise that would give officers an increase of 
more than two per cent. 

KCC chief executive Peter Gilroy defended 
the staff pay rise, arguing “we feel our staff 
deserve more”. 

He added: “It is important we continue to 
invest in our staff and their well-being.” 

However, the council is also planning to cut 
92 backroom jobs, although it expects to do 
this by not replacing staff when they leave 
rather than compulsory redundancies. 

The council tax rise is less than last year,

which saw an increase of nearly five per cent, 
and is in line with the increase in state pension. 

It works out at £37.62 a year for people liv¬ 
ing in band D properties, pushing their bills 
over the £1,000 mark for the first time. They 
will now pay £1001.79. 

Cllr Carter would not rule out having to 
raise tax further if the county is unsuccessful 
in its bid to get the Government to repay 
around £10 million it has spent accommodat¬ 
ing underage asylum seekers. 

Councillors are meeting with ministers in 
February to discuss the issue. 

Cllr Carter said: “There could be an impact 
on council tax if there is no resolution. I don’t 
want to predetermine what will be the outcome 
of our discussions with ministers at this stage.” 

Cllr Carter claimed the council had to find 
an additional £61m just to meet the demands 
for its services, only £9m of which is to come 
from central government. 

He said that efficiency savings, including 
staff cuts, and new income would save the 
council around £27m. 

He added: ‘We have an excellent track record 
of delivering savings, well in excess of the 
Government’s targets, while protecting front¬ 
line services. 

“It is becoming harder every year to find sav- 


Bus pass freedom for pupils 


KENT County Council is expanding a 
scheme to give secondary schoolchild¬ 
ren unlimited travel on buses across 
the county. 

The Freedom Pass scheme allows all 
secondary school age pupils to use 
local buses as much as they want for a 
one-off fee of £50. 

In an article for Kent on Sunday 
last week, Labour leader Mike Eddy 
criticised the council for not paying 
the fee for foster parents. 

Keith Ferrin, KCC cabinet member 
for environment, highways and waste, 


said KCC already gives foster parents 
money to pay for travel for children in 
their care. 

He said: “The allowance covers trans¬ 
port needs, as well as everything else. 
There is no problem with them using 
part of that allowance to pay for the 
Freedom Pass. 

“Any foster parent who didn’t do that 
would be guilty of being stupid. It’s an 
obvious thing to go for. 

“They are in no different position to 
me except nobody gives me a dad’s 
allowance.”

ings to bridge the gap between what we need 
to deliver services and the grant we get from 
Government. The balance has to come through 
the increase in council tax.” 

Cllr Carter called for the creation of an inde¬ 
pendent commission that would decide how 
much money goes to the regions. 

He said: “Political games are being played 
at Westminster that favour other parts of 
the country.” 

The council has also had to pay to an extra 
£4.3m to cover the cost of borrowing for its 
long-term schools and roads projects. Around 
£650m and £290m will spent on the two 
respectively over the next three years.

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Heathrow’s SOS to Kent 


KENT International Airport 
played a key role in keeping the 
country’s air traffic flowing in the 
wake of the Boeing 777 crash. 

The airport was called on to 
handle diverted planes unable to 
land at Heathrow because of last 
week’s disruption. 

The jumbo jet crash-landed 
short of the runway at Heathrow 
at 12.42pm last Thursday due to 
both its engines losing power. 

Little over 20 minutes later, air 
traffic controllers at Kent 
International (KIA) were called 
upon to receive a diverted British 
Airways flight from Dusseldorf. 


After refuelling the plane, its 
passengers and crew took off for 
Heathrow. 

Matt Clarke, chief executive of 
KIA, said: “KIA is outside the 
London Air Traffic Management 
Area and with a flight time of just 
15 minutes between us and 
Heathrow we are perfectly placed 
to help mitigate the impact of any 
disruption at Heathrow.

VETERANS who acted as 
guinea pigs in chemical 
weapon tests in the 1950s 
and 1960s have welcomed 
the offer of an apology from 
the Ministry of Defence. 

The Ministry of Defence has also 
pledged £3 million compensation to 
the servicemen, who were involved 
in the experiments at Porton Down 
- but those affected say the apology 
is more important. 

Around 360 veterans say they 
were tricked into taking part in 
what they thought were cold reme¬ 
dy tests at the research centre in 
Wiltshire. 

However, many were given forms 
of the deadly sarin nerve agent and 
say they have suffered lasting 
health damage. 

Former serviceman Ken Earl, who 
runs the support group for victims 
from his home in Maidstone, said: 
“The most important thing is that 
we are going to get an apology. 

“That’s what we want - an apolo¬ 
gy for what they did to us.”

About 90 per cent of the soldiers 
have agreed to accept £8,300 each 
and an apology. 

But others say the MoD is bully¬ 
ing them by insisting everyone 
accepts the offer before it releases 
the funds - something the ministry 
denies. 

Compensation 

The compensation follows years of 
campaigning by the men, many of 
whom say exposure to the gas left 
them with skin diseases and psy¬ 
chological problems. 

Mr Earl, 70, said that he had been 
told the research was looking into 
ways to combat the common cold. 

Experiments on him took place on 
May 2, 1953. He remembered the 
exact date as it was the day of the 
FA Cup final. 

The MoD ordered a review of the 
experiments after a 2004 inquest 
ruled that Royal Air Force mechan¬ 
ic Ronald Maddison, who died in 


1953 at the age of 20, had been 
unlawfully killed. 

He was tested at the same time as 
Mr Earl and both men received 
doses of sarin, which was developed 
by the Nazis. 

Mr Earl said: “I didn’t find out the 
significance of it until 1999 when I 
read in the newspapers that 
Wiltshire police had begun an inves¬ 
tigation. 

“I volunteered for ten shillings 
extra for five days work and a week¬ 
end pass meant I could get home to 
see my girlfriend without hitch-hik¬ 
ing.” 

Professor Ulf Schmidt, professor 
of modern history at the University 
of Kent at Canterbury, was a histor¬ 
ical expert in the 2004 inquest into 
Ronald Maddison’s death. 

Through a project grant received 
from the Wellcome Trust, the profes¬ 
sor has been investigating the histo¬ 
ry and ethics of Britain’s biological 
and chemical warfare programme 
during the Cold War.

“It is good for the area and good for Kent.

“It is also good for local bed and breakfasts 
and other shops if people come especially to 
eat here. This is a nice way to pay back every¬ 
one who has supported us,” he said. 


Apicius, which is named after the Roman 
epicurean and cookery writer Marcus Gavius 
Apicius, strives to use local ingredients and is 
reasonably priced. 

It has previously received a rave review 
from the Guardian’s Andy Lynes. 

The West House in Biddenden and Read’s 
in Faversham have both retained their one 
star rating. 

Emma Read, who is the front of house 
manager at The Sportsman said: ‘We’ve 
always been in the guide [on the good food at 
moderate prices list]. But we are all really 
pleased.” 

Derek Bulmer, the editor of the guide, said 
informal dining, greater use of locally grown 
produce and seasonality were among the 
trends at restaurants included on the list.

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Middle-income parents face 
higher private school fees

MIDDLE-income parents already 
struggling to afford private school 
fees could face further financial 
strains under new charity laws. 

The Charity Commission has published guid¬ 
ance on how all charities must demonstrate 
they provide public benefit from next year 
onwards under the Charities Act 2006. 

Private schools must meet the requirements 
in order to retain their charitable status and the 
accompanying tax breaks. 

Dame Suzi Leather, the commission’s chair, 
said: “There is a two-way relationship between 
charities and society: registered charities enjoy 
considerable benefits in terms of their reputation 
and the tax advantages that go with their status. 

“In return, they should publicly account for 
what they do to benefit society, including people 
in poverty” 

The announcement has led to fears that 
school fees could rise considerably in order for 
more bursaries to be awarded to children from 
the poorest families. 

Rory Reilly, the registrar at the King’s School 
in Canterbury, said: “There may be an issue 
where middle-income parents could be driven 
out - that is a worry to us. 

“Fees have been going up because providing 
education has got more and more expensive. The 
cost has gone up way ahead of inflation and that

has already priced people out of the market.” 

But providing bursaries is not the only way 
schools can meet the requirements. 

The King’s School, which charges boarding 
pupils £8,770 per term, has sponsored the 
Folkestone Academy along with one of its gover¬ 
nors, Roger De Haan.

behind it so we are building a bursary fund.

school, he said: “The honest answer is we 
don’t know. I have read the new guidance 
and it is not entirely clear from that exactly 
what the commission is expecting. 

“The main point I would make is that pub¬ 
lic benefit appears to be a new thing and it is 
not really, it is something we have been doing 
for some time.” 

Tonbridge School headmaster Tim Hayes 
said the school, which charges £8,942 a term 
for boarders, had been involved with the com¬ 
munity since its foundation 454 years ago. 

He said: “No-one should be put off from 
applying to Tonbridge for financial reasons. 

“Already there are 220 boys at Tonbridge 
with some sort of fee remission, 30 boys 
receive over 80 per cent fee remission and 15 
of them have full fee remission. 

Bursaries 

“I hope that Tonbridge will be able to grow 
this number of 100 per cent bursaries to at 
least 10 per cent of all our pupils by 2026.” 

The school funds £1.6 million a year in fees 
for scholarships and bursaries through its 
Sir Andrew Judde endowment. 

Roland Constantine, the Independent 
Schools Council advisor for the South East, 
said schools welcomed the guidance and that 
many had already gone to great lengths to 
widen access. 

He added: (t We are concerned parents that 
are not on the breadline and a little bit bet¬ 
ter off will not be able to access bursaries. 

“There is always a problem whether with the 
level of benefits or bursaries it is always partic¬ 
ularly hard on people just above the level. 

“These parents must talk to their chosen 
schools, they may well find if they are pre¬ 
pared to be flexible and look at a range of 
schools, they may have bursaries set at a dif¬ 
ferent level.”

Is the welfare state 
ready for reform?

FEWER people think the 
Government should spend 
more on benefits for the poor, 
according to a Kent professor. 

Prof Peter Taylor-Goodby, a sociolo¬ 
gist at the University of Kent, has 
claimed the number of people who 
think the Government should spend 
more on benefits has dropped from 
over a half in the late 1980s to under 
a third now. 

Prof Taylor-Goodby, who studied the 


results of a report into British social 
attitudes, said people were less 
inclined to think helping the vulnera¬ 
ble should be a role of government. 

He said: “People are now more 
inclined to think that people should 
take responsibility for their own 
lives and not rely on support from 
government. 

“This will make it increasingly dif¬ 
ficult for the government to gain sup¬ 
port for its policies to cut poverty.” 

Earlier this month, Conservative 
leader David Cameron set out plans 
to force the long-term unemployed 
back to work. 

Mr Cameron, who said he wanted 
to end the “something for nothing” 


culture, wants to force people claim¬ 
ing Jobseeker’s Allowance for more 
than two years to carry out commu¬ 
nity work. 

The Tories believe that nearly £14m 
a year is paid to incapacity benefit 
claimants in Kent who are fit to work. 

Prof Taylor-Goodby’s research also 
found that views towards the impact 
of immigration on the welfare state 
were mixed. Middle class people tend¬ 
ed to see immigrants as contributors 
to the state, where working class peo¬ 
ple see them as taking more from it 
than they put in.

You may have already heard about the Kent 
Freedom Pass, but if you don’t attend a school in 
one of the trial areas, it may not have been very 
relevant for you. Well that’s about to change. 

The pass has proved to be such a success in the 
trial areas of Canterbury, Tunbridge Wells and 
Tonbridge that a decision has been made to roll it 
out across the rest of Kent, starting with Mailing, 
Maidstone, Dover and Shepway in June. The 
remaining areas will be included in early 2009. 

The scheme allows young people aged between 
11 and 16 who attend schools in the selected areas, 
to buy a £50 pass to enable them to travel free on 
any of Kent’s public buses, any time, anywhere. 
Over 5,000 passes have been issued already and 
are being used for social and school travel, which 
offers young people more independence and cuts 
congestion and pollution on our roads. 

This scheme came about following consultation 
between the Kent Youth County Council (KYCC) 
and Kent County Council. KYCC told us that Kent’s 
young people want to be able to travel across the 
county, but high fares are a problem. With congestion 
and the environment being considered too, the 
Kent Freedom Pass seemed an obvious solution. 


It doesn’t end there though. KYCC has set up a 
transport committee to establish the areas of 
concern about travelling around the county. We 
know that this new generation will play a vital role 
in our transport issues of tomorrow, so we’re 
giving them our full support.

Gay bishops 
to bring their 
other halves 

“THREE or four” gay bishops are expected to 
bring their partners to the Lambeth 
Conference at a time when the issue of homo¬ 
sexuality threatens to split the Anglican 
Church. 

In a question and answer session at the 
launch of this year’s conference at the 
University of Kent at Canterbury, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury’s wife Jane 
Williams said she expected some “male spous¬ 
es” to come. 

Mrs Williams is organising the Spouses 
Conference which runs parallel to the main 
event in July and August. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr Rowan 
Williams, has been trying to maintain unity in 
the Church, having narrowly avoided what 
would have been the biggest split in its mod¬ 
ern history last year. 

Dr Williams was able to persuade the 
American Episcopal Church to abandon its 
decision to ordain openly gay bishops, as it had 
done in 2003 with the ordination of Gene 
Robinson in New Hampshire. 

Several diocese split from the American 
church as a result of the ordination, which also 
prompted some conservative clergymen, par¬ 
ticularly in Africa, to call for the American 
church to be cast out of its international body 
the Anglican Communion. 

The Bishop of Rochester, Dr Michael Nazir- 
Ali, is one of many who has threatened to boy¬ 
cott the conference over the issue. 

Dr Williams said one day would be dedicated 
to the issue of sexuality at the conference, but 
he expected informal discussions to go on 
throughout the event. 

He said 70 per cent of bishops had already 
accepted their invitations.

AN HISTORIC windmill has been 
badly damaged in a huge blaze. 

The Grade-II listed mill, which has been a 
prominent feature of the Sheemess skyline for 
194 years, was decimated by the fire, which 
broke out on Wednesday night. 

Father and son co-owners Bemie and Caleb 
Watson had spent more than £250,000 on 
restoring the windmill. 

Bernie said: “We’re both absolutely gutted. 
We’ve worked solidly on the windmill for two 
years. 

“We spent £250,000 restoring the windmill 
and were 85 per cent finished. 

“People told us we’d never make any money 
out of this and we knew we wouldn’t. 

“But for my son, it was his labour of love. He 
worked day in, day out on it.” 

The Watsons and others spent much of 
Thursday setting up beams to strengthen the 
building’s structure from high winds reaching 
up to 57mph. 

Bemie added: ‘We don’t yet know how bad 
the damage is, we’re just trying to secure the 
windmill so the firefighters and police forensic 
teams can get inside. 

“The emergency services were absolutely 
brilliant so we’d like to thank them.” 

The Watsons were restoring the windmill to 
working condition with three residential flats. 

Firefighters from across Kent were called to

from the mill at 12.30am on 
Thursday morning as there was a 
fear it may collapse. 

A relief crew was brought in at 
2.30am and an hour later the 
operation was reduced to two 
water pumps and a height vehicle. 

Firefighters eventually stood 
down at 5.55am on Thursday 
morning. 

Police closed Sheerness High 
Street and Portland Terrace while 
crews dealt with the blaze. 
Nobody was injured. 


Officers initially suspected the 
fire could have been the result of 
an arson attack and sent in foren¬ 
sic investigators to look for evi¬ 
dence. 

However on Friday afternoon, 
the county constabulary con¬ 
firmed it was not treating the fire 
as suspicious. 

“Forensics teams have exam¬ 
ined the scene in the High Street 
along with Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service and have found no evi¬ 
dence to suggest foul play,” said a 
statement.

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Fishing community in Sierra Leone hit by civil unrest after dispute between youths

RIOTING has erupted in the vil¬ 
lage of Kent in Sierra Leone, 
resulting in damage to the 
church and the burning of school 
furniture. 

The unrest was sparked by a dispute 
between visiting youths from Freetown and 
locals over access to the beach. 

One person was stabbed and youths 
turned on elders, according to reports in the 
local media. 

The village was the subject of a major 
Kent on Sunday appeal last year, with read¬ 
ers donating hundreds of books and educa¬ 
tional materials to the children of Kent. 

The New Citizen website reported that 
youths “went on the rampage stoning hous¬ 
es and churches and beating up their own 
elders”. 

It said the Church of England edifice at St 
Edward’s Church was vandalised and win¬ 
dows were broken by stone-throwing youths. 

The website also reported how “wayward 
youths stormed the school at Kent, brought 
out the benches and desks and set them on 
fire with the aim of burning down the whole 
school”. 

A village elder was quoted as saying: 
(t What do the youths hope to gain by burn¬ 
ing their only school?” 

Havoc 

The New Citizen said local police were 
unable to contain the rioting, which had 
“wreaked untold havoc on the private prop¬ 
erties of citizens of Kent, including the old 
church and the school that have been recent¬ 
ly renovated with funds from the UK’. 

Police from the nearby town of Waterloo 
eventually brought the disturbance under 
control, said a UK-based Sierra Leonean 
with contacts in Kent. 

The village’s school is based in an old slave 
depository where men and women were 
held before being shipped to Europe and 
America in the 17th and 18th centuries. 

Sierra Leone was the focus of the slave 
trade in West Africa and the capital 
Freetown was founded with, and for, freed 
slaves. 

This week a school administrator told 
KoS that the school had remained closed 
since the rioting on January 6. 

She confirmed that furniture from both 
the pre-school and the primary school had 
been burned, and that the church windows 
had been smashed. 

She said Balogun Williams, 76, secretary 
to the village headman, had been “man¬ 
handled” and his home had been damaged.

He is now said to be “okay”. 

She said the books donated by KoS read¬ 
ers were safe, as they had been locked away 
in a specially built cupboard to protect 
them from bad weather. 

Tunde Savage, the village headman, told 
KoS this week: ‘We are trying to fix every¬ 
thing right now.” 

The village of Kent lies at the southern tip 
of Sierra Leone’s Western Peninsula and is 
surrounded by water on three sides. It has 
one of the country’s most beautiful beaches. 

The main income is from fishing and 
Kent fishermen are reputed to be the 
strongest men in the region. 

Tourism is relatively rare in Sierra Leone 
as the country’s infrastructure was all but 
destroyed during an 11-year rebel war. 

But those who do visit the country - the 
second poorest in the world - often go to 
Kent because of its beach and it is only an 
hour’s drive south of Freetown, the capital. 

The country held general elections last 


■ DAVID Beckham visited Sierra Leone this week and appealed for the 
world “not to turn a blind eye to the tens of thousands of young chil¬ 
dren who die every day in the developing world mostly from causes that 
are preventable”. 

The football icon, who runs a sports academy in Greenwich, is a good¬ 
will ambassador for the United Nations Children’s Fund. 

The 32-year-old said: “In Sierra Leone, one in four children dies 
before reaching their fifth birthday. 

“It’s shocking and tragic especially when the solutions are sim¬ 
ple - things like vaccinations against measles or using a mos¬ 
quito net to reduce the chance of getting malaria. 

“Saving these children’s lives is a top priority for Unicef and 
as an ambassador I hope I can draw attention to this issue 
across the world.” 

He arrived in Freetown last Friday and spent four days visit¬ 
ing health clinics and playing football with delighted locals.

year, which were regarded as being free and 
fair by international observers. 

The opposition party won power by demo¬ 
cratic means, a rare occurrence in a continent 
beset by coups and uprisings. 

Reports said that the violence started over a 
dispute over access to the beach. Kent 
teenagers are said to have set up a checkpoint 
to collect money from visitors to contribute to 
the cost of keeping the beach clean for tourists. 

Augustine Stevens, a Sierra Leonean church¬ 
man living in Woolwich, south-east London, 
has family links to the village and made some 
inquiries following the disturbance. 

He told KoS: “It needs to be mentioned that 
the village returned to normal life soon after 
the intervention of the police.” 

Dr Stevens, a deacon at Woolwich Central 
Baptist Church, added: “The church enjoins KoS 
for support to this historic Kent community.” 

He is the son-in-law of former president 
Siaka Stevens, who owned a large holiday 
home at Kent. Dr Stevens and the church 
hope to turn the dilapidated building into a 
history resource centre.

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SQUADRON Leader Bertram 'Jimmy’ James was one of 
the few servicemen not to be executed for his involvement 
in the Great Escape during World War Two. 


In all, Sqn Ldr James, who has 
died aged 92, took part in 13 escape 
attempts from Nazi prisoner camps, 
and was once described as the 
“greatest living Englishman”. 

However, although he had fond 
memories of his schooldays in Kent, 
they were rather less remarkable. 

Peter Henderson is the archivist 
at the King’s School in Canterbury, 
which Sqn Ldr James attended 
between 1928 and 1932. 

Mr Henderson said: “He doesn’t 
appear to have done anything par¬ 
ticularly distinguished when he was 
at school. 

“In lots of ways he was just an ordi¬ 
nary chap, but extraordinary times 
turn ordinary chaps into heroes.” 

Sqn Ldr James, who visited the 
school several times to talk to pupils 
about his courageous wartime 
exploits, was remembered during 
assembly this week and was due to 
feature in its cathedral service this 
weekend. 

It was his spell at King’s School 
that kept Sqn Ldr James going dur¬ 
ing some of his darker moments as 
a prisoner of war. 

In his memoir Moonless Night, 
which was published in 1983, he 
described his time in the notorious 
Sachsenhausen concentration camp 
in Germany. 

“Torture and death were all 
around; cries and screams rent the 
stillness of the night,” he wrote. 

“I found refuge in my periods of 
meditation. I drifted back in time and 
saw panoramic visions of the past.” 

And he added: “The scene would 
shift to England and my school days 
in Canterbury, and the vast and 
beautiful cathedral, which had dom¬ 
inated our lives when I was at the 
King’s School, but taken for granted 
by most of us boys. 

“Now the great medieval cathe-

dral rose up before me in all its 
splendour, the lantern pinnacled 
Bell Harry Tower soaring above the 
majestic lines of choir, nave and 
transept and the ruined Benedictine 
Priory. 

“Built to the glory of God it now 
seemed to come back out of the past 
to cast a protective shroud over me 
in this satanic place. I felt that God 
was near and for the first time for 
many years I prayed.” 

Mr Henderson said: “For about 10 
years, he used to come back to the 
school every two years to give talks to 
our young historians who were doing 
their GCSEs about his experiences. 

Emotional 

“They loved him - you could hear 
a pin drop in the class as he relived 
his time during the war with them. 

“It was clear they really enjoyed 
his talks. They were often highly 
moving and emotional - he was a 
very impressive man. He was very 
nice and a true gentleman.” 

He said that school magazines 
from Sqn Ldr James’ time at the 
school show he enjoyed athletics. 

“He liked to run but wasn’t in 
major teams or winning prizes or 
anything like that.” 

Just over 10 years after his time at 
the King’s School, Sqn Ldr James 
was part of one of World War Two’s 
most famous prison camp escapes. 

The Wellington bomber second 
pilot, who had been shot down and 
captured in June 1940, was one of 
76 officers who escaped The Stalag 
Luft III camp in Sagan, Poland, on 
the night of March 24,1944.

Sqn Ldr James was part of the 
escape committee at Stalag Luft III 
and was 39th out of the escape tunnel 
Harry. He managed to get 100 kilome¬ 
tres from the camp before being 
picked up at Hirschberg West station. 

He was put into Sachsenhausen 
concentration camp, but 50 others 
were executed on Hitler’s orders 
after being recaptured. Only three 
made it to freedom. 

It later inspired the 1963 film The 
Great Escape starring Steve 
McQueen. 

Military historian Howard Tuck, 
who was working on a book with Sqn 
Ldr James before his death, said: 
“People often used to describe him as 
the greatest living Englishman, and I 
think they were right.” 

Sqn Ldr Bertram James died on 
January 18 in Shropshire.

It takes place on Sunday, January

There will also be readings from 


members of the Medway Youth 
Parliament and the opening of a 
schools’ art exhibition that will run 
until February 8. 

Jon Weiner, who is the chairman of 
the event’s organising committee, 
said: “In remembering the Holocaust 
we make a pledge to ensure that the 
victims of all such atrocities are 


never forgotten. 

‘We also hope to make sure that 
the causes and effects of the most 
awful act of inhumanity in modem 
history are understood by future gen¬ 
erations.”

Mental health trust 
makes freedom bid

THE NHS trust that oversees 
mental health services in Kent is 
seeking financial independence. 

Managers say the move will give patients 
and carers a greater say in the services. 

Kent and Medway NHS and Social Care 
Partnership Trust has launched its bid to 
become a Foundation Trust (FT) which would 
give it new financial freedoms to invest in 
services, equipment and treatments. 

Robert Knibbs, the trust’s FT project direc¬ 
tor, spoke to KOS Media about the benefits 
and progress of the project. 

He said: “FTs no longer report to the strate¬ 
gic health authority or the Department of 
Health. They have much more freedom in 
determining their future strategy but they 
are frilly part of the NHS family and continue 
to deliver services free at the point of delivery 

“They do not provide any less services but 
they have the freedom to innovate and oper¬ 
ate new and additional services. 

“Any surplus made by the trust can be kept 
and reinvested in subsequent years and FTs 
can also borrow money on the open market.” 

Local people, staff and representatives 
from local authorities and other NHS organ¬ 
isations hold FTs to account through the 
trust’s council of governors. 

Mr Knibbs said: “Members of the public and 
staff will elect governors. The council of gover¬

nors appoints the chair and other non-execu¬ 
tive directors of the FT. They have a very pow¬ 
erful position in helping to set the long-term 
strategy and holding the trust to account.” 

Service users and carers have reported 
concerns that patients have to wait up to six 
months to access therapy and that emer¬ 
gency out-of-hours care was patchy 
A consultant psychiatrist this week said 
some patients wait “at least” six months for 
talking cognitive behaviour therapy 
Asked whether FT status could address 
some of these issues, Mr Knibbs said: “Most 
people would choose talking therapy rather 


than drugs. It may be that more psychia¬ 
trists could be employed to raise provision if 
that was important regardless of whether 
the PCTs believe that.” 

West Kent PCT and Eastern and Coastal 
Kent PCT will continue to commission serv¬ 
ices for the trust, but as an FT it would be 
free to invest its own money into any addi¬ 
tional services. 

The trust must produce a business plan to 
demonstrate it is capable of handling a £170 
million-a-year business, which will be hand¬ 
ed to ministers and the Secretary of State for 
Health Alan Johnson over the summer. 

It spent around £50,000 on consultants in 
preparing the bid. 

The trust’s financial position at the end of 
this year is a projected surplus of £500,000. 

If the Department of Health approves the 
plan it will be passed to Monitor, the inde¬ 
pendent regulator of FTs, for the final deci¬ 
sion which is expected at the end of the year. 

But if the trust fails in its bid it will be 
“subsumed”, meaning another FT would 
take over the running of the trust, he added.

KENT MPs voted along 
party lines in the first 
House of Commons vote on 
the controversial new EU 
treaty. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
signed up to the treaty in December 
and the document is now in the 
process of being ratified by 
Parliament. 

Despite a minor rebellion by 19 
Labour MPs, a motion to ratify the 
bill was passed by a majority of 362 
votes to 224. 

MPs will now debate the document 
line by line over the next 15 days. 

There were no Kent Labour MPs 
among the small group of rebels, 
with John Austin, Paul Clark, 
Stephen Ladyman, Bob Marshall- 


Andrews, Gwyn Prosser, Jonathan 
Shaw, Howard Stoate and Derek 
Wyatt voting in favour of ratifying 
the treaty 

This is despite the House of 
Commons Foreign Affairs Select 
Committee finding “no material dif¬ 
ference” between the document and 
the previous constitution, which the 
Government had promised a referen¬ 
dum on. 

Referendum 

The county’s 14 Conservative MPs 
all voted against ratifying the docu¬ 
ment. 

Tories are demanding a referen¬ 
dum on the treaty, with Thanet 
North MP Roger Gale last week sub¬ 
mitting a 3,500 signature petition to 
Downing Street demanding the pub¬ 
lic poll. 

Mr Brown has insisted there is no 
need for a referendum on the treaty 
as Britain’s ‘red line’ opt-out clauses 
had been protected. 

Unlike the previous document, the 


new treaty does not override previ¬ 
ous EU agreements, but merely 
amends them. 

References to an EU flag and 
anthem have also been abandoned in 
the new treaty. 

It does, however, create a new post 
of President of the European Union 
to be elected by leaders of member 
states, a new EU foreign minister, 
gives new powers to the European 
Court of Justice and writes into law 
the Charter of Fundamental Rights - 
although this creates new rights 
enforceable in the UK. 

Mr Gale described the vote as 
“Parliament’s night of shame”. 

He added: “Those of Kent’s MPs 
who voted to support this further 
move towards a federal European 
super-state are guilty of a monumen¬ 
tal breach of trust and will have to be 
held to account for that at the next 
general election.”

IF TRAIN companies are to justify the 
millions upon millions of pounds of 
taxpayer cash they receive in subsidies 
while hiking up fares, the least the humble 
passenger can expect is good service. 

Unfortunately, according to a Passenger 
Focus’ customer satisfaction survey 
suggests this is not what Kent commuters 
think they are getting. 

More than a third are convinced they are 
not getting value for money, and it is worth 
bearing in mind these people were 
surveyed before ticket prices increased 
dramatically in January 

It is hard to disagree when you see British 
rail passengers pay more than anyone in 
Europe. Having parted with all this cash we 
should have a modern, efficient and 
comfortable train service. This clearly is not 
the case, and it once again begs the 
question: ‘Where is our money going?” 

Is it being pumped into service 
improvements or into the pockets of fat cats? 
Southeastern has once again refused to 
reveal its profits.

Market forces at work 

We might need another 

cut in the interest rate.

THIS Tuesday morning, 
just as financial markets 
in the US were opening 
for business, the US 
Federal Reserve (the 
‘Fed’) cut its interest rate 
from 4.25 per cent to 3.5 
per cent. 

Two aspects stand out as 
remarkable. First, the size of the 
cut was very large - typically 
central banks prefer to work in 
0.25 per cent increments. 

Second, the cut was announced 
as an emergency: standing 
outside the normal six-week 
schedule of policy setting 
meetings, with the next meeting 
merely a few days away. 

With such extraordinary events 
in the US, people in the UK are 
entitled to ask themselves why 
this happened and what does it 
mean for interest rates here. 

The aim of monetary policy is to 
try to limit unwarranted 
fluctuations in economic output. 

In most economies, the main 
tool for trying to smooth economic 
activity over time is short-term 
interest rates. 

The kind of rule followed by 
monetary authorities, such as the 
Bank of England or the Fed, is one 
that raises interest rates when 
economic activity seems too 
buoyant and lowers them should 
the general level of economic 
activity become too depressed. 

In the US where there is a 
housing bust, unemployment has, 
in the space of one month alone, 


climbed from 4.7 per cent to 5 per 
cent, manufacturing surveys are 
signalling a recession and where 
in November last year at least 11 
out of 50 states were measured to 
have zero growth or less, the 
likely level of activity requires a 
sharp boost from radically lower 
interest rates. 

And that is what, more or less, 
the Fed has delivered. 

The situation in the UK is 
similar but actually quite 
different. 

Admittedly, the links between 
the two economies on the real and 
financial side are strong and 
there have been similar housing 
booms leaving a trail of eager 
consumers in their wake. 


But demand in the UK has 
continued to be relatively strong 
with high and stable levels of 
employment. 

That is why when the Fed 
interest rate committee voted for 
a 0.75 per cent cut on Tuesday 
only one member out of nine 
wanted to keep rates on hold but 
when the Monetary Policy 
Committee of the Bank of 
England voted two weeks ago to 
keep rates unchanged, only one 
member out of nine wanted to cut 
rates by 0.25 per cent. 

So despite the strong economics 
links, it simply does not seem that 
we have an equivalently large 
recession on the horizon as in the 
US and as long as we are mostly 




focused on an inflation objective - 
which is threatened by escalating 
food and energy prices - there is 
no strong case for cutting 
interests in a similarly precipitous 
manner. 

So what is the bottom line? The 
UK is likely to have slower growth 
this year compared to last and if 
the financial crisis persists, the 
risk is that overall demand may 
falter even further. 

This means that even in the 
presence of a temporary rise in 
inflation from food and oil prices, 
there will be some need to lower 
interest rates. 

And starting with the 0.25 per 
cent cut in December to take rates 
down to 5.5 per cent, we have 
already embarked on that process. 

How low will they go this year? 
If we look at financial markets, 
they seem to expect UK short¬ 
term interest rates to fall to 
around 4.5 per cent by the end of 
this year. 

And who am I to argue with the 
markets?

Army exploiting children 

I read with resignation the verbal shoulder 
shrugging of Brigadier Iain James in your 
paper last week. 

The brigadier’s rejection as “nonsensical” of 
claims made that recruitment ads for the Army 
make the job appear more glamorous than it 
actually is, does not tally with the attempts the 
Army is making at recruitment in schools. 

In the area I live in, Chatham, these 
normally take the form of Army Personal 
Development Days’ under cover of work- 
related learning programs that introduce 
young people in a Tun kind of way’ to a career 
in the military. 

These are normally aimed at children of 
between 15 and 16 years old and activities 
usually take the form of indoor assault 
courses, outdoor games and teambuilding.

However, what is clear is that now the Army 


is being sent abroad to wage illegal wars of 
appropriation.

But there is a real danger that society is 
betraying them by rearing them into knowing 
nothing of the larger realities of the world, 
beyond their own domestic, personal spheres.

Particularly one evoking ‘La Dolce Vita’ 
as much as Fiat’s reborn 500, but the 
Italian marque - inspired by advance 
interest in its new city car - chose last 
Monday as it was exactly 500 hours from 
the start of the New Year. 

Fiat also decided it would be a good thing 
to perch a 500 inside a capsule aboard the 
London Eye and back it with lights, music 
and a showbiz party attracting - you’re 
probably ahead of me here - 500 VIP guests 
and shared via a live link to Fiat dealers 
nationwide, including those in Kent.

General Motors. 

Indeed, there is a sense of ‘cometh the 
hour, cometh the manufacturer’ as the 
world belatedly realises that small is beau¬ 
tiful in the battle against global warming. 

How Fiat chiefs in Turin must smirk 
after years of disappointing efforts to be 
seen as more than a maker of smaller cars 
- with consequently smaller profits - to see 
the brand’s forte coming to the rescue in 
the form of the 500. 

On Monday, thousands or Kent people - 
though Fiat would no doubt measure them 
in 500s - were able to see the new car. 

The new 500 is a remarkable car in looks 
and packaging; modern safety require¬

“I’ve already pre-sold 30 cars, but there 
was huge interest on the night with people 
climbing in and out of the cars.” 

He added that the most interest is being 
generated by the Sport and Lounge premi¬ 
um trim models, bearing out speculation 
that the 500 is set to challenge the market’s 
leading premium small car, the MINI.

AUDI has much to answer for. 

Until VWs swanky sister brand launched 
the original Quattro in 1980, four-wheel drive 
was used largely by farmers, the building 
trade and in forestry 

Now it is everywhere, from the tiny Fiat 
Panda 4x4 to quasi off-roaders like Audi’s own 
Q7 and barge-like limos. 

Back in the 1980s though, the motor market 
was bowled over by the Quattro’s proposition: 
a relatively affordable road-going rally-bred 
supercar that went round comers on the 
proverbial rails, really did seat four people, 
seemed unbreakable and had badge cachet. 

Fast forward 27 years and here is an Audi in 
the great tradition of that pivotal model - the 
S5, £38,900 flagship of the all-new A5 range. 

It will never be the icon that the original 
Quattro was since, as I said earlier, all-wheel 
drive is just too commonplace on road cars as 
manufacturers have raised power options on 
essentially front-wheel drive models and 
added extra driven wheels to apply that power 
in a civilized manner. 

Even with computerised driver aids, over¬ 
powered front-driven cars can still let you 
know their distress via the fight or torque 
steer transmitted through the steering wheel.

It is a key reason for Audi’s arch rivals, 
Mercedes and BMW, staying true to rear- 
wheel drive and why Audi needs the ‘Quattro 
option’ on its range. 

Junior A5 models, for instance, sell in front 
wheel drive with the Quattro option being 
phased in as you move up the range, culminat¬ 
ing in the Quattro-only 349bhp 4.1-litre V8- 
powered S5. 

The A5 range is effectively the coupe version 
of the A4 saloon and estate, plugging a gap in 
the Audi range to defend against the BMW 3- 
Series Coupe. 

It actually shares the platform used on the 
new A4 saloon due here next month and the 
exterior echoes the ‘curves with creases’ 
styling of recent new Audis, notably the small¬ 
er TT Coupe. 

I think the shape has the beating of the 
BMW 3-Series Coupe, but is not totally har¬ 
monious even if the S5’s extra trappings - big 
alloys and quad exhaust system - do much to 
persuade the sceptical eye. 

However, there is yet another beautifully 
executed Audi interior; the way the marque 
arranges and equips dashboards and controls 
is worthy of being called a science. 


Of course, converting the car from left to 
right-hand drive has created imperfections 
such as the ‘start’ button mounted over on the 
left of the centre console on the A5/S5, but this 
is nit-picking. 

Even the ‘Multi Media Interface’ - the knob 
that controls the sound system, sat nav etc to 
you and me - is not too irritating, unlike oth¬ 
ers I could mention. 

The interior also feels spacious, though I 
doubt whether two adults seated in the back 
would feel as comfortable in the A5/S5 as they 
would have done in the original Quattro. 

Nevertheless, the car is more four-seater - 
plus decent boot space - than 2+2 and you can 
even fold the rear seats for extra load carrying. 

But has the S5 got soul? A tricky one that. It 
is relatively good value and should hold that 
value well. It is also well-made and under-stat¬ 
ed - an image-maker for the thinking man. 

It has a gorgeous engine too; the V8 is 
creamy and burbles beautifully on start up 
and will rocket you to 60mph in five seconds. 

Married to a slick-changing six-speed gear¬ 
box the car lopes along with such grace on the 
motorway that it is easy to be lulled into trav¬ 
elling at illegal speeds... and watching the fuel

gauge moving before your very eyes. 

Out on the open road, appeal is harder to 
quantify. Of course, the S5’s Quattro system - 
split 40/60 front to rear - delivers incredible 
grip and security and not at the price of a jar¬ 
ring ride. 

Nevertheless, the S5 feels just a bit too aloof 
- a car to be admired and aspired to, but not 
one to love. Then again, there is nothing in our 
rivals list that can hold a candle to it apart 
from the BMW.

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Food giant 
buys a big 
slice of pie 


ONE of the richest men in Ireland 
has swallowed an even bigger 
slice of the UK food market by 
taking over Kent-based sausage 
and pie manufacturer WA Turner 
in a multi-million pound deal. 

Lany Goodman’s Irish Food Processors, one 
of Europe’s largest beef processors, has taken a 
stake in the Garden of England by snapping up 
WA Turner’s two factories in Tunbridge Wells. 

WA Turner will operate alongside IFP’s Anglo 
Beef Processors Group, whose offshoots produce 
consumer-ready products for major multiple 
retailers, as well as well-known national brands. 

Mark Roberts, WA Turner’s chief executive, 
who will continue in the role, said: “Our prod¬ 
ucts are in a fast-expanding area of the mar¬ 
ket and moving into the ABP Group will give 
us the additional financial strength and 
skills to fully exploit our potential.” 

An ABP spokesman told KOS Media: “No 
changes are envisaged for the management 
or the 560 employees of WA Turner.” 

ABP, with 13 plants in the UK, is already 
responsible for processing almost 20 per cent

of all beef produced in the market, and sup¬ 
plies major multiple retailers with hundreds 
of different products every day from its pack¬ 
ing plants, including all Sainbury’s beef. 

It is active in the catering and manufactur¬ 
ing sectors and the export market, and is 
also developing a leading position in the pro¬ 
duction of biodiesel in the UK. 

WA Turner has a history going back more 
than 150 years. Starting life as a butcher’s 
shop in Stowmarket, Suffolk, it has been 
based in Tunbridge Wells since 1970. 

Today the firm, which was a management 
buy-out from its parent company Prize Foods 
Group in 2003, is one of the UK’s leading 
and most successful producers of traditional 
sausages and savoury pies. 

Its site is split into two factories, both oper¬ 
ating seven days a week, producing chilled 
and frozen products. 

One factory specialises in savoury bakery 
products including puff and shortcrust 
pies, as well as suet puddings, and the other

produces chilled and frozen traditional 
British sausages, covering just about every 
product and packaging format from jumbo 
to cocktail sausages. 

Mr Goodman is the sole shareholder of the 
company that he built out of the collapse of 
his Goodman International. That suffered 
horrendous problems in the early 1990s 
when an embargo was slapped on Iraq, one 
of Goodman’s main markets, in the wake of 
the first Gulf war. 

The banks effectively took control of the 
business, but by 1997 Goodman had built up 
his stake to 45 per cent and to 100 per cent 
in September 1999. 

A spokesman for ABP said: “The Turner 
operation fits perfectly into our group 
strategy. This acquisition confirms our com¬ 
mitment to expanding our interest in 


consumer-ready products and to investing 
in the UK food market.” 

Companies within the ABP Group include 
Wessex Foods, which supplies 60 per cent of 
the UK’s frozen burgers market from a state- 
of-the-art plant at Lowestoft, Suffolk. Wessex 
also supplies a range of other frozen meat 
products and has a sophisticated fresh burg¬ 
er production operation. 

Other sister companies include Freshlink 
Foods in Glasgow, which is the largest frozen 
sausage supplier to the UK retail market, 
and Eatwell UK, which operates from a pro¬ 
cessing plant in Liverpool and is a big player 
in the expanding hot sandwich market.

KENT will be a key part of 
Premier Gordon Brown’s major 
push for extra trade with China, 
the once-sleeping economic giant 
which is now flexing its muscles. 

He predicted that “tens of thousands” of 
British jobs will be created by boosting trade 
with China and has agreed with Chinese pre¬ 
mier Wen Jiabo to increase trade between the 
two countries by a hefty 50 per cent by 2010. 

A major new announcement about Kent 
links with Chinese business and commerce is 
expected in the middle of next month. 

Mr Brown, speaking shortly after he 
arrived in China for his first visit since 


becoming UK prime minister, said the rela¬ 
tionship between the two countries was 
“absolutely crucial” to the success of the glob¬ 
al economy as a whole. 

On August 2, Broadstairs-based Commercial 
Group Properties Pic (CGP), announced a 
memorandum of understanding with China’s 
Zhejiang Province to lease 2.5m sq ft of land at 
Manston to Chinese businesses. 

That followed an earlier announcement in 
May that up to 1.1m sq ft at the site would be 
leased to the Beijing Association of SMEs. 

John Bunnett, the corporate director of 
Thanet District Council (TDC) has agreed to 
speak at a business breakfast organised by 
Thanet and East Kent Chamber on 20 
February 2008. 

His theme will be the developments at 
Manston airport. He is expected to reveal the 
latest plans for expansion and the opportuni¬ 
ties for the local business community. 


A Thanet District Council delegation was in 
China for a week last November - not, by the 
way, at the expense of taxpayers. 

Mr Brown also said he wanted 100 new 
Chinese companies to invest in the UK by 2010. 

He said: “It’s true we are able to sell to China 
not just financial and business services and 
environmental technologies, but also a whole 
range of British brands that are becoming 
popular among the rising number of Chinese 
consumers. 

(t We said we want Britain to be the number 
one destination of choice for Chinese business 
as it invests in the rest of the world.” 

The news comes after China became the 
world’s biggest producer of gold, ending more 
than a century of South African dominance.

Manston plans set for take-off 


TWO major consultancy firms, which both 
have Kent connections, have been appointed 
to draw up a master plan for the future of 
Kent International Airport at Manston. 

The airport’s chief executive officer Matt 
Clarke told Kent on Sunday exclusively this 
week that the two firms - Peter Brett 
Associates and Terence O’Rourke - are now 
taxiing for take-off on the first stages of the 
project. 

Mr Clarke - who at 28 is reckoned to be the 
youngest CEO in the business - said: ‘We are 
now looking at the master plan, to get a full 
overview of the airport which will give us the 
basis for our policy decisions. 

‘We are now at the first stages, and we want 
to get through those before committing our¬ 
selves to any timescale.” 

Peter Brett Associates (PBA) has a branch at 
Kings Hill, West Mailing and has worked on 
the nearby A228 Leybourne and West Mailing 
bypass as well as Ebbsfleet and Eastern 
Quarry. Terence O’Rourke has worked on a 
number of airport projects, and Kings Hill 
business park when it was transformed from a 
former RAF base. 

Investment will be earmarked for passenger

facilities and services areas, although the 2.7 
km long, 60-metre wide runway could already 
take, for example, the giant Airbus A380 pas¬ 
senger aircraft. 

The airport is owned by New Zealand-based 
Infratil, an owner and operator of businesses in 


the energy - mainly renewable - airport and 
public transport sectors. It owns Prestwick 
Airport in Scotland and is a major shareholder 
in Wellington Airport in New Zealand. 

It deals with tens of thousands of tonnes of 
freight and around 8,000 passengers a year. 

A lot of its freight comes from Africa in the 
form of fruit and flowers, and users claim the 
airport’s modern handling equipment allows 
staff to unload in the quickest times of any of 
the airports they use. 

Mr Clarke counters the problem of higher 
fuel prices by saying aircraft are 70 per cent 
more efficient than they were in the 1960s, 
and, in terms of Green footprint, they are 75 
per cent less noisy over the same period. 

Meantime, the Civil Aviation Authority said 
passenger traffic at UK airports had increased 
at an average annual rate of 6 per cent since 
the mid-1970s, but it has fallen to just two per 
cent over the past two years. Britain now has 
one of the slowest growing air travel markets 
in the EU. 

Nevertheless, it still remains one of the 
biggest markets in the world, with nearly 230 
million passengers a year travelling through 
UK airports.

Companies face fines 
for late tax payment 

NEW businesses in Kent could face a 
total tax fine of £500,000 if they don’t 
meet their January 31 tax deadlines. 

Barclays bank warns that January 31 
marks the deadline for unincorporated 
businesses to pay any owed income tax 
for 2006-07. Businesses that fail to do 
so are liable for an automatic £100 fine. 

According to the National Audit 
Office, 47 per cent of newly registered 
businesses do not pay their VAT or 
PAYE contributions on time. 

Jason Small, local business area man¬ 
ager for Barclays said: “Our research 
suggests around 10,000 new businesses 
started in Kent in 2006, so if half miss 
the deadline that’s a potential £500,000 
in fines.” 

One-stop system just 
ticket for Eurostar 

FUJITSU Services and Eurostar, the 
high-speed international rail operator, 
have announced that Fujitsu has 
connected Eurostar’s online ticket system 
with those of seven UK train operators. 

Travellers from 68 towns and cities 
across the UK can now book 
through-fares to continental Europe 
on eurostar.com. 

Previously travellers had to book 
domestic and international rail travel 
separately. Now they can just go to 
eurostar.com and book one fare valid for 
their entire journey to Paris, 

Disneyland Resort Paris, Lille, Brussels 
(and any station in Belgium), and 75 
other connecting destinations in France. 

Why poor advice is 
costing accountants 

IN A joint survey, entitled You and Your 
Accountant’, carried out by the UK200 
Group and Clydesdale Bank, 86.8 per 
cent of respondents said that poor or 
incorrect advice had encouraged them 
to take their business elsewhere. 

A lack of a personal touch came 
second, with 65.8 per cent of the vote, 
followed by high fees, which received 
60.5 per cent. Only 9.7 per cent said 
that their accountants helped them 
achieve the best possible savings.

Tried and tested format 
recipe for chefs success

BUSINESS plans can make or 
break approaches to bank man¬ 
agers for start-up cash - but ex- 
Savoy chef Brian Keeley-Whiting 
had no problem dishing up the 
right menu of information. 

It still wasn’t easy - he wanted to take over a 
leasehold pub whose tills hadn’t been ringing 
as loudly as they should have been and reno¬ 
vate it, and a visit to his long-standing bank 
manager didn’t serve up the money. 

Only a half of all restaurants survive in their 
first year of trading. But leading Tunbridge 
Wells law firm, CooperBumett, put him in 
touch with Clydesdale Bank and its Financial 
Solutions Centre (FSC) also in the town. That 
puhed up the result. 

FSC business partner Andy Thorp said: 
“Traditionally, banks will view lending on lease¬ 
hold pubs, and in particular their refurbish¬ 
ment, as high risk given that if the business 
fails the bank is invariably left with an occupa¬ 
tional lease of very little commercial value. 

“Mr Keeley-Whiting was the exception to the

rule. Not only did he have an excellent track 
record and sound financial management, but 
also a total belief and conviction in what he was 
seeking to achieve.” 

That’s how he and his ‘silent’ financial part¬ 
ner, Chris Hammond, came to take over The 
Chaser Inn in Tonbridge. They first met when 
taking their children to school in Langton 
Green, and the partnership is still going strong 
with their Whiting & Hammond company. 


Mr Keeley-Whiting, a 41-year-old father of 
three, and father of two Mr Hammond, who 
still works in the City, and, in his late 40s, is 
about to become a grandfather for the first 
time, have just taken over their sixth pub. 

It was in 2005 that Mr Keeley-Whiting 
knocked on FSC’s door, and The Chaser was 
followed by The Old Mill, East Grinstead, Mark 
Cross Inn at Mark Cross, The Little Brown 
Jug, Chiddingstone Causeway near Penshurst, 
The Plough, Plumpton Green, and, just before 
Christmas, The Farm @ Friday Street at 
Langley, Eastbourne. 

Mr Keeley-Whiting said: “Our business phi¬ 
losophy is to take on pubs which have charac¬ 
ter and, we hope, potential, then apply our 
‘tried and tested’ approach and transform 
them into places that people want to go to, not 
just once but again and again with their 
friends and family.” 

He has just promoted Darren Somerton, 
another ex-Savoy chef who has been running 
The Chaser, to operations manager, taking on 
day-to-day responsibilities for the whole group. 

Mr Keeley-Whiting said: “This is an exciting 
industry to be in. I can envisage a portfolio of 20 
strong performing pubs within the next decade.”

How far will you go in an interview? 


TWO out of three people you work with may 
not be the same type of person when they’re 
home - a new survey has revealed that 64 
per cent of UK workers (i.e. 18.6 million) 
put on a false personality when they walk 
into work. 

That compares with a European average of 
50 per cent, says business psychology experts 
OPP which carried out the probe. 

Nearly half of UK employees (46 per cent) 
admit the interview process failed to reveal 
their true selves and said they adapted the 
way in which they presented their personali¬ 
ty to try to ‘fit in’ with the company. 

Of those who put on a false face to try and 
impress, a third (34 per cent) confessed they pro¬ 
jected a different personality from their true one. 


But, significantly, one in five employees (22 
per cent) is stressed out because they have 
continued to put up the false front they first 
employed at the interview stage. 

Robert McHenry, CEO of OPP, said: “This 
research underlines why so many businesses 
are supplementing job interviews with psycho¬ 
metric tests and other forms of assessment. 

“If people fake it, it can lead to major prob¬ 
lems, particularly if the true personality that 
emerges later is not best suited to the team, 
the role and the organisation. 

“It’s also self-defeating for employers. 
Businesses thrive on a mix of personalities not 
an army of clones. If individuals are trying to 
fit in by deliberately disguising who they are 
and how they behave, the consequences for 


them are typically stress and productivity 
issues.” 

To complicate matters further, the research 
also uncovered that according to almost half 
(47 per cent) of employees, the persona their 
boss adopted during the interview was also a 
front. The eventual view many employees 
have of their line manager’s personality is not 
consistent with that first impression. 

Mr McHenry said: “On one hand, you have 
half of all interviewees pretending to be 
something they’re not. On the other, half of 
all interviewers are also concealing their real 
personalities. 

“It’s no wonder that recruitment and selec¬ 
tion practitioners recommend not relying on 
interviews alone.”

Q Was there some event, or circumstance, which 
started you on the road to high finance?

profession was facing difficult times in 1991-92 
when I was asked to go to Kuala Lumpur on 
overseas secondment with my young family. 

I left the struggling UK economy to work in 
the booming Malaysian market, where double 
-digit growth was considered pedestrian. 

Indeed, in just 12 months our work in Kuala 
Lumpur grew by almost 50 per cent and that 
presented new challenges - in particular, how 
to manage mega growth effectively. 

I also learned very early on that throughout 
the Far East everything is negotiable and while 
we are better at this in the UK today than we 
were then, we still have much to learn. 


Q Without naming names, what do you think 
has been your most difficult project, and why? 
There have been so many it is difficult to 
know where to start. One of the most mem¬ 
orable was my first public flotation of a suc¬ 
cessful owner-managed business in the East 
End of London in 1983. 

This involved the coming together of two 
groups of companies with overseas interests and 
many technical accounting and company law 
issues to overcome. I spent six months working 
with some of the most capable professionals in 
the City on what was a truly inspirational deal. 

Q lf a young person asked your advice about 
setting up in business now, in the present 
economic climate, and what kind of service or 
manufacturing activity should they offer, what 
would you say? 

A With recent turbulence in the financial 
markets it would be easy to say go away 
and come back in three or six months’ time. 
However, over the years I have discussed many 
business opportunities with Young Enterprise 
companies in schools and young people who 
have been supported by the Prince’s Trust, and 
I would say the key to success is to provide a 
product or service for which there will be con¬ 
sumer demand. Ideally, this will be in a niche 
area where competition is scarce. 


Q Which personal attributes do you think 
make a successful entrepreneur? 

I have been fortunate enough to work with 
many highly successful entrepreneurs in 
the South East and overseas. The one thing 
they have all had in common is a vision for what 
they want to achieve and a passion to achieve it. 
Invariably this has involved hard graft and the 
careful management of financial risk, particu¬ 
larly in the early years. Rarely can entrepre¬ 
neurs achieve success alone and therefore the

Darling’s U-turn on 
capital tax increase 

Good news for Kent small businesses. 
Chancellor Alistair Darling unveiled 
details of its proposed changes to capital 
gains tax (CGT) this week after bowing 
to pressure from business people to 
make concessions. 

Ministers will scrap CGT taper relief 
from April 1 and set a single 18 per cent 
rate. But the government will reduce the 
rate to 10 per cent on gains of up to 
£lmillion to help small firms. 

Plans to raise the rate met with fierce 
criticism from the Institute of Directors, 
the CBI and the Federation of Small 
Businesses. Small business owners have 
been especially annoyed. 

UK freight in a jam, 
reveals new survey 

TUNBRIDGE Wells-based Freight 
Transport Association (FTA) says latest 
Government figures showing a 
remorseless increase in traffic levels 
confirm its own research forecasting 
unacceptable congestion on the UK’s 
primary trade routes. 

It called on the Government to take 
urgent steps to provide more capacity 
by improved traffic management, widen¬ 
ing motorways and building roads. 

The traffic figures published by the 
Government yesterday echo the findings 
of FTA’s Freight Future study carried 
out in 2005. 

Traffic growth since 1997, and forecast 
on to 2015, is the result of increased car 
use rather than HGV movements, it 
says. Historically, freight traffic grew at 
about the same rate as the economy. 

RBS backing for care 
home renovation 

CARE home operator Nightingales is 
giving its Nettlestead home in Bromley 
an extensive facelift after receiving 
sizeable financial support from the 
Royal Bank of Scotland’s (RBS) 
Healthcare Team in Maidstone. 

This will bring the home up to the 
same standard of the Swinton-based 
firm’s Reigate care home, which recently 
underwent a similar transformation.

‘We are particularly pleased that large con¬ 
tractors will be compelled to make public, via 
the network, the subcontracting opportuni¬ 
ties that will be most suited to smaller com¬ 
panies in Kent and Medway. 

“But this does not guarantee that small 
businesses outside of large Olympic con¬ 
tractors’ existing supply chains will actual¬ 
ly get work.

• Gather evidence: make sure you 
can prove to your employer that 
you are worth a pay rise. Provide 
salary survey information, 
examples of great pieces of work 
you have done and new respon¬ 
sibilities you have taken on 

• Get a meeting: Organise a meet¬ 


ing with your line manager to 
discuss your progress and posi¬ 
tion 

• State your case: make your case 
compelling, clear and concise 
and demonstrate that you are 
worth every penny of that 
increase.

The high-speed agenda 


WHILE on the topic of broad¬ 
band technology and subject to 
agreement with Ofcom, the tele¬ 
coms regulator, it looks likely 
Ebbsfleet will be the first com¬ 
munity in the UK to benefit 
from access to fibre-optic cable 
for their broadband rather than 
the standard copper wiring giv¬ 
ing them broadband speeds up 
to a staggering lOOMbit/s. 

This will bring huge benefits for 
residents and businesses in 
Ebbsfleet Valley in terms of down¬ 
load and upload speed and will 
deliver, at least to some homes 
and businesses in the UK, the 
sort of speed of connection 
enjoyed in countries such as 
South Korea, Japan and America. 

Steve Robertson, head of BT 
Openreach, which is providing 
the fast connections, said: “Ultra 
fast broadband is a key future 
technology that will allow our 
businesses to innovate, grow 
and create wealth as well as 
providing even greater options 
for consumers.” 

He added that Ebbsfleet would 
be “our first deployment of fibre 
rather than copper to residential 
customers on a new-build site. It 


will enable communication 
providers to gauge what 
demand exists for very high¬ 
speed broadband, and to assess 
what commercial models may be 
appropriate in the future.” 

So while good news for 
Ebbsfleet and a compelling USP 
for the developing Eastern 
Quarry, this move is already 
attracting great interest particu¬ 
larly from the business commu¬ 
nity at large who, if not already, 
will soon be putting pressure on 
both Ofcom and BT to quickly 
move to make the fibre technolo¬ 
gy more readily available. 

Business will rightly argue 
that without the faster connec¬ 
tivity they will lose the competi¬ 
tive edge, and this argument will 
be reinforced by the fact that 
France and Germany are plan¬ 
ning large-scale fibre networks. 

So we will look with interest 
at developments and Ofcom’s 
response but already there is a 
sense of deja vu given the time it 
took for all parts of Kent to 
become broadband enabled 
some years ago as there are 
again concerns the new technol¬ 
ogy will not cover rural areas.

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Confidence in region’s 
finances at lowest ebb

CONSUMER confidence in the 
current and future economic situa¬ 
tions in the South East has fallen to 
an all-time low, says a new quarter¬ 
ly survey published this week. 

The Nationwide Building Society’s quarterly 
Consumer Confidence Index shows that confi¬ 
dence is unsettled in the South East, having 
fallen seven points to 83 in the last three 
months of2007 - an all-time low for the region. 

Less than a third (30 per cent) of people in 
the South East are positive about the current 
economic situation and less than one in 10 
(seven per cent) are confident about the 
future economic situation - making the 
region the least confident region for the sec¬ 
ond consecutive quarter. 

However, sentiment in the South East about 


the current employment situation remained 
static with three in five (59 per cent) people 
confident about the current availability of jobs. 

Looking ahead, confidence in the future 
employment situation also fell eight points, leav¬ 
ing only two fifths (41 per cent) of people in the 
South East positive about future job availability 

Confidence about making major purchases 
such as a house or a car fell for the third con¬ 
secutive quarter, by five points, to an all-time 


low. Just one in eight people (12 per cent) in 
the South East are positive about making 
such a purchase. 

Sentiment about buying household items 
such as a fridge or washing machine also fell 
for the third consecutive quarter, but this time 
by seven points - making the South East one 
of the least confident regions in the UK. 

Only a third (34 per cent) thought now was 
the right time to purchase household items. 


Rosemary Callender, Nationwide’s consumer 
confidence spokeswoman, said: “Continued 
uncertainty in the financial markets, record oil 
prices, rising food prices and slowing house 
price growth all seem to have contributed to 
deterioration in people’s confidence over the 
past three months.”

Fleet internet 
buyout start 
of a new era 

THE takeover of Ebbsfleet United by 
27,000 website members could spark more 
deals of its kind in the future, according to 
the site’s creator Will Brooks. 

The Gravesend side became the first foot¬ 
ball club in the country to be bought by a 
website community this week in a 
£635,000 takeover. 

The deal was finalised on Wednesday 
after 95 per cent of members that decided 
to vote agreed to Ebbsfleet being the club of 
their choice. 

Brooks said: “It has been an exhausting 
process and everyone deserves a rest. The 
turnout for the vote was fantastic and I 
hope that now we can really start to 
improve everything at the club.” 

This is a new concept for sport as the 
takeover was the first of its kind in Britain. 
It allows members to involve themselves in 
making decisions affecting the running of 
the club. Brooks believes that in the near 
future more clubs may adopt this approach 
if it proves successful. 

He added: “The real strength of this con¬ 
cept is to get fans as close to the football club 
as possible. This way there will be no conflict 
between the fans and the board that can be 
seen at a number of football clubs today. We 
believe it will be successful and more clubs 
will follow this way of running a team.” 

Fleet Trust Supporters Group chairman 
Jessica McQueen was sceptical about the 
takeover at first, but now finds herself 
delighted it has finally been completed - 
even buying a stake in the club herself. 

She said: “It’s excellent news. It has been 
difficult to know what would happen when 
the takeover was originally announced. 

“It has taken longer than everyone had 
hoped for it to be completed. 

“I was starting to worry but I have now 
met a few of the members on away trips 
and they are taking this opportunity of 
running the club seriously.”

Denly aims to put 
bowlers in a spin 

Young county star highlights batting goals

KENT opening batsmen Joe Denly 
admits he still has a lot to prove at 
the county, but is not concerned 
about the pressure of the notorious 
second season syndrome. 

The 21-year-old jetted off to India on 
Wednesday with the England Lions squad 
looking to push his claim for a place in the Test 
squad. Having just seen team-mate James 
Tredwell called up for the One-Day squad, 
Denly knows that a few big scores in India and 
another good season for Kent could put him in 
the frame for the opening berth still left 
vacant by Marcus Trescothick. 

Denly has spent much of the close season 
fine-tuning his skills with the England Perfor¬ 
mance Programme, which included working in 
the nets at Loughborough and playing two 
competitive games in India. 

The trip, according to Denly, was an opportu¬ 
nity to work on a few things that he felt pre¬ 
vented him from going on to make big scores 
last season. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “The biggest thing 
for me to work on was playing spin. Having 
looked back on the summer, I needed to have 
more scoring options and to be more solid and 
to get through it when the spinners come on, 
so I can build a big innings. 

“In the summer I got a lot of starts where I 
had got through the new ball and I had 
worked hard to get through it, and then when 
the spinner came on I found ways of getting 
out cheaply, which was really frustrating. 

“It is a massive part of building on my game 
as I am looking to dominate spinners to help 
convert starts into big scores.” 

The Kent youngster worked with coaches 
Martin Moxon, David Parsons and Ashley

Giles - who is now an England selector. 

Denly welcomed the appointment, as Giles 
has recently retired from the game giving him 
an insight into most of the players’ capabilities 
on the county circuit. 

He said: “I think he is a great guy who is 


really easy to talk to and is always willing to 
talk to you about your game. I think it will be 
great for England. 

“I don’t know how it will work with him 
being head coach at Warwickshire, but I am 
sure a few players might be attracted to go 
and play for Warwickshire now.” 

After scoring more than 1,000 runs last sum¬ 
mer, which included a fine 115 not out against 
Shane Warne’s Hampshire and 83 from 90 
balls for the Lions against a full-strength 
India side, there were many plaudits for the 
young batsman who filled the spot left by the 
retired David Fulton. 

However, Denly admits there is pressure to 
prove 2007 was not just a flash in the pan. 

“There have been a few whispers about sec¬ 
ond season and stuff like that, but that doesn’t 
faze me at all,” he said. “The experience I have 
had with the England Lions has made me feel 
like I have progressed my game more, so I am 
looking forward to getting stuck in. I think 
there is always pressure put on me, but with 
the strength in our squad there are always 
going to be players pushing for my position. 
There will be pressure on me to perform but 
the quicker I learn about what I can and can’t 
do with my game, the better I will be.” 

Denly revealed that he expects to spend his 
career playing at the St Lawrence ground and 
is excited about Kent’s chances this season. 

He said: “I think if you look at our squad, I 
think it is frightening really the strength we 
have. I think we are capable of doing anything 
this year. 

“I love playing for Kent and it was a dream 
to play last year and win a trophy and to taste 
that has made me want it even more.”

Gray the missing link, says Pardew 


CHARLTON Athletic chief Alan Pardew 
believes new recruit Andy Gray is the miss¬ 
ing link that will turn his promotion pre¬ 
tenders into Premier League certainties, 
writes Matt Wright 

The Addicks finalised the permanent move 
of the striker from Burnley on Friday for an 
initial £1.5m fee. 

Pardew feels the frontman is the perfect 
replacement for injured forward Svetoslav 
Todorov, who suffered a season-ending knee 
injury in October. 

'We haven’t coped well without Toddy’s 
link-up play,” admitted the boss. “Especially 
when teams defend deep and in numbers and 
try to make the game as ugly as possible. 

“Losing Toddy has cost us at least four or five 
points, particularly at home, and that would 
have put us very close to the top of the table. 

'We’ve got a new link man now in Andy 
Gray and although it took a long time to get 
him in, I’m delighted, and hopefully he can 
fulfil that role for us.” 


Gray, who arrived at The Valley with 13 
goals for the Clarets under his belt this sea¬ 
son, made his Charlton debut as a second- 
half substitute against Watford eight days 
ago after initially signing an emergency 
loan deal. 

The 30-year-old was cleared to play by the 
Football League just hours before kick-off, 
and he almost won the game for the 
Addicks, only for his late glancing header to 
be well saved by Hornets goalkeeper 
Richard Lee. 

“I wanted to come to Charlton as soon as 
I heard the club was interested in me,” said 
Gray, for whom the Addicks might pay a 
further £500,000 based on whether the club 
achieves Premier League status. 

“Alan Pardew made it veiy clear he wanted 
me and went out of his way to show me that. 

“I’m now at a club that was in the Premier 
League for a long time and has a great 
chance of getting back there. I couldn’t 
ignore that opportunity.”

scouted by Formula One giants, McLaren. 

Since then, his racing career has gone from 
strength to strength as he worked his way 
through the lower formulas. 

He said: “I did not come from a very 
wealthy family, which made it more difficult 
to get into the better drives. The way I got to 
where I am was to master each champi¬ 
onship I entered and win it. I think too many 
drivers these days rush through the formulas 
without mastering the winning process.” 

After winning the German Formula 3 
championship in 2001 and the DTM Touring 
Car Championships in 2005, McLaren final¬ 
ly offered a role. His dream of entering the 
Formula One fraternity came true as he 
became the team’s test driver. Now in his 
third season in the seat, he hopes one day he 
will get a chance to race as an FI driver. 

This year he believes McLaren stand a 


good chance of winning both the Drivers and 
Constructors championships, after what he 
describes as a “difficult year” last season. 

He said: “This year at McLaren I think we 
have to continue where we left off last year. 
We had a fantastic year in 2007 on the 
circuit, but it was a hard season with the off¬ 
track problems. It was difficult for the whole 
team.” 

This season, Paffett hopes to regain his 
DTM title, as well as fulfilling his role with 
McLaren, although he admits this is proving 
difficult and he may have to concentrate his 
time with the FI team. 

He said: “I wouldn’t say my work interferes 
with my racing, but it doesn’t allow me much 
time as I would like to race.”

MOST 10-year-olds who get a 
go-kart for Christmas dream of 
being a Formula One driver 
when they grow up. 

For Gary Paffett, the dream became 
reality - but the Bromley-born racer puts 
it down to time spent at Buckmore Park 
in Chatham, learning how to drive and 
more importantly, how to overtake. 

The 27-year-old believes that since his 
first drive in a go-kart around Bromley 
Sports Ground Car Park, he was destined 
to become a Formula One driver like 
heroes Ayrton Senna and Nigel Mansell. 

He began racing karts at the Buckmore 
Park circuit from an early age. He compet¬ 
ed against rivals who have now become 
household names such as Jenson Button 
and Lewis Hamilton. 

Stepping stone 

He said: “Karting at Buckmore Park 
was a really good stepping stone in my 
racing career. The circuit has changed an 
awful lot since I began racing there in my 
early years. The track is a good base in 
order to start learning about how to race. 
I learnt a lot about race craft, which has 
helped me progress in my racing career. 

‘With karting you probably do more 
overtaking in one race than you would do 
in a year’s worth of racing. It is the best 
formula to learn how to overtake. You do 
learn how to race but I have to say that 
your racing style changes as you grow up. 
Today, if I raced Lewis, he would drive a 
lot differently to how he drove back then.” 

Paffett was spotted as a potential talent 
after winning the British and European 
Karting Championships in 1993. He was

DAJNl Masters has revealed 
how she saved a team-mate’s life 
just days before having to take 
her place for England in the 
Women’s World Cup of Golf. 

While playing at a pro-am tournament in 
Spain, Masters walked in to discover 
Kirsty Taylor on the floor of their hotel 
room, seconds from death. 

Despite seeing her good friend in such a 
distressing situation, the Maidstone golfer 
acted quickly and used basic first aid to 
save Taylor’s life. 

She said: “She had stopped breathing and 
had turned bright blue. I put her in the recov¬ 
ery position and opened her airway because 
she had swallowed her tongue - it was the 
scariest thing I have ever seen in my life. 

“As soon as she started breathing I just 
burst into tears because I thought she was 
going to die.” 

Tumour 


Masters learned the skills which saved 
Taylor’s life when training as a child welfare 
officer before becoming a professional golfer. 

The pair flew back to the UK the follow¬ 
ing day, where Taylor was diagnosed with a 
brain tumour. 

The shocking news came a day before the 
36-year-old was scheduled to fly to South 
Africa, where she was due to compete in 
the Women’s World Cup of Golf. 

With Taylor recovering from successful 
brain surgery to remove the cancer,

Masters was selected to represent England 
in her place. While under normal circum¬ 
stances this would be a great honour, the 
24-year-old travelled to South Africa with 
mixed emotions. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “It was awful, 
Kirst/s great and we get on so well. I knew 
how excited she was about going to the 
World Cup. 

“To not only be told you can’t go but then 
also to find out you have a tumour must 
have been devastating. 

“It was difficult because I was obviously 
concerned for her but also excited to get the 
call-up, but then that made me feel guilty. I 
just didn’t know how to feel.” 

A day after receiving the news, Masters 
arrived in the luxurious Sun City resort 
near Johannesburg. But before she could 
start preparations for the tournament she 
came down with a chest and ear infection. 

The illness confined her to the hotel for 
four days, only playing two rounds of nine 
holes before the competition began. 

Playing with good friend Trish Johnson, 
who was also at the tournament where 
Taylor suffered the seizure, the England 
team defied their lack of preparation with 
a five-under par round of 67. 

A 76 in the second round ended any hopes 
of a title bid, but the pair finished strongly 
in the final day to end up in 15th place. 

Playing in a team rather than as an indi¬ 


vidual is rare for golfers and Masters 
enjoyed the change. 

She said: “I just absolutely loved it 
because it is not all about you. It’s almost a 
relief, you get excited about someone else 
holing a long putt and I think that’s really 
nice. 

“It was a fantastic experience and to be 
around top-class players was great.” 

It was not the first time the Chart Hills 
member had played for her country, after 
competing in the Curtis Cup - the prestigious 
amateur competition where Great Britain 
and Ireland take on the United States. 

Ahead of her third season as a profession¬ 
al, Masters has several goals she wants to 
achieve. While a debut win on the Ladies 
European Tour is the priority, she also 
dreams of making the European team at 
next year’s Solheim Cup, the female equiv¬ 
alent of the Ryder Cup. 

She said: “It is something I am going to 
work hard to get into next year. I really 
think I am going to be hungry enough to 
get a first win and get enough points to 
break into the team.” 

The 2008 season begins next week with 
the Women’s Australian Open in 
Melbourne, where Masters will hope all the 
noteworthy events happen on the course.
